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REPORT    OF    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Springfield — 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools: 

The  enrollment  as  of  January  1,  1953  was  55,  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Primary  Room  (Grades  1-4)  28;  Upper  Grade  Room 
(Grades  5-8)  27.  Mr.  A.  L.  Juris  returned  for  his  second  year 
as  Principal  and  teacher  in  Grades  5-8.  Mrs.  Marion  A.  Heath 
replaced  Mrs.  Yvonne  Kezar  as  teacher  in  Grades  1-4.  Mrs. 
Heath  had  taught  successfully  for  a  number  of  years  in  Spring- 
field.   We  are  fortunate  to  have  her  services. 

There  are  three  pupils  from  Grafton  attending  Memorial 
School.  Tuition  has  been  set  at  $175  per  pupil  for  1952-53  and 
$185  per  pupil  for  1953-54. 

The  continued  rise  in  school  costs  is  reflected  in  the  tuition 
charges  for  our  high  school  students.  Tuition  rates  at  the  high 
schools  attended  by  Springfield  students  are  as  follows: 

New  London        Newport        Enfield 
1952-53  $250  $225  $270 

1953-54  $275  $250  $290   (estimate) 

During  the  summer  the  outside  of  the  building  received  two 
coats  of  paint.  Two  new  teacher's  desks  were  purchased.  The 
usual  summer  maintenance  program  on  the  heating  system  was 
carried  out. 

The  School  Lunch  Program  continues  to  operate  successfully 
under  the  capable  direction  of  Mrs.  Lillian  Derry. 

Springfield  failed  to  qualify  for  state  aid  this  year.  This  was 
caused  chiefly  by  a  larger-than-usual  drop-out  of  high  school 
students  during  the  school  year,  1951-52.  The  following  ex- 
planation is  an  attempt  to  show  why  this  situation  developed:

Special  credit  should  be  given  to 
Mr.  Juris  who  has  provided  the  leadership  for  the  development 
plans  and  the  fund-raising  activities.  The  help  and  hard  work 
of  so  many  townspeople  has  been  splendid,  and  is  a  real  example 
of  community  cooperation.  The  completion  of  the  playground 
will  be  another  step  in  the  school  building  program. 

Your  modern  school  building  is  the  envy  of  a  number  of  small 
New  Hampshire  communities.  Several  School  Boards,  repre- 
senting towns  faced  with  school  building  needs,  have  visited 
here.  This  community  should  be  commended  for  its  foresight 
and  vision,  and  also  for  being  willing  to  assume  the  added  finan- 
cial load  brought  on  by  the  construction  of  the  Memorial  School.
